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Mill Neck Creek Tidal Wetland Loss
According to a detailed 2015 report prepared
for the New England Interstate Water
Pollution Control Commission, Long Island
lost 13.1% of its tidal marshes between 1974
and 2005/2008.  The greatest percent loss
occured within Long Island Sound salt
marshes.  The map and table summarize the
changes along Mill Neck Creek.
